This bill re-creates the Florida Organ and Tissue Donor Education and Procurement Trust Fund 
without modification, effective November 4, 2004.  The Florida Organ and Tissue Donor 
Education and Procurement Trust Fund, FLAIR #68-2-509, is administered by the Agency for 
Health Care Administration.  This fund was last re-created effective November 4, 2000, by 
Chapter 2000-61, Laws of Florida. 
 
This bill re-creates section 765.52155, Florida Statutes.

The fund tracks receipts and expenditures associated with the operation of the certification 
program, the advisory board, the organ and tissue donor registry, and the organ and tissue donor 
education program.
